Applicants amended or cancelled rejected claims. The rejections are 
withdrawn due to the applicants' amendment and cancellation. The prior arts do 
not anticipate or suggest the novel peptide that comprising a fragment of SEQ ID 
NO: 2 or consisting of SEQ ID NO: 3 that binds to the HLA-A24 antigen. 

The obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 2-3 and 11-18 
as being unpatentable over claims 47-51 , 53 and 56 of copending Application 
No. 10505955 (filed on 8/27/2004, priority to 6/24/2002) is currently withdrawn in 
view of early filing of the instant application (filed on 2/20/2004, priority to 
2/28/2001). Applicant is reminded that a terminal disclaimer is required if the 
same subject matter is claimed in the applicationl 0505955.
